The vote from 2,057 out of 2,523 pre- 
cincts in the state was? La Follette, 
204,857; Ganfield, 116,524. 

In rolling up this tremendous ma- 
jority Senator La@*\Follette carired

* senator down to attorney-gen- 
‘eral, 

Governor Blaine who headed the 
La Follete state ticket likewise rolled 
up a remarkable vote and with 2,051 
precincts out of the 2,523 reporting 
tonight he had a plurality over his 
nearest opponent, Attorney-General 
William J. Morgan; of 133,769.

“The injunction against the strik-

CHECKS AT PAR. 

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce, with executive offices 
in Washington, has just conducted 
a referendum through the 1, 400 
business organizations affiliated with 


that institution, on the question, 
whether the collection of checks by 


banks at par should be made a uni- 
versal practice throughout the coun- 
try. 

The par-clearance problem has 
peen an issue among banks and the 
larger bank customers for a long 
time, many smaller banks contend- 
ing for legal support of the practice 
of charging from one-eighth to one- 
tenth of one per cent in remitting 
to their reserve banks in payment 
of checks drawn upon them by de- 
positors. 

l The fight went to the courts and 

to the United States supreme court 

With particular reference to mem 
bers of the federal reserve system. 

The latter banks without excep- 

tion remit at par, as required by 
law; but an interesting fact brought 

out by the referendum is that not 

only are the 9,726 member banks 

_ of the reserve system thus remitting, 

but of a total of 20,724 non-mem- 

ber banks 18,792 of them are now 

\ remitting at par, while only 1,932 

continue the exchange charge. 

It will thus be seen that par- 
_ clearances are rapidly becoming uni- 
* versal anyway, and that the move- 
ment, started a few months ago, to 
have the legislatures of the respec- 
tive states support by acts the con- 
- tention of the dwindling minority 
| for exchange charges, will not get 
| anywhere. Six states out of the 48 
have passed such legislation, after 
| intensive campaigns of propaganda, 
and then it stopped, and the tide 
began to run just as strong the other 
Way. 

As a result of the referendum re- 
ferred to the special committee that 
conducted it has unanimously re- 
ported that the practice of par 
clearance now be made universal 
from an economic standpoint. 

By all means this should be done. 
Like the burdens of privilege and

A LESSON TO OUTLAWS. 


The outlaws who are wrecking 
railroads and attacking life as in the 
fiendish attempt to wreck the Royal | 
Palm train of the Southern railway, 
near Jacksonville, Fla., yesterday, 
may well read a warning lesson in 
recent events at Herrin, Ill., where 


have taken charge of the situation. 

In the Florida wreck Providence 
alone seems to have prevented an 
awful fatality, in which a union en- 
gineer, union. fireman, union con- 
ductor and union trainmen -might 
have been killed. The lives of all of 
these were endangered along with 


those of the passengers, many of 
whom were of union affiliation. 

It was only by chance that scores 
were not killed or maimed, among 
them union workers who were at 
their posts of duty. Happily, the 
murderous attempt resulted in no 
loss of life. 

This dastardly act was, it seems, 
committed by miscreants who are 
the real enemies of trade unionism, 
whatever may be their affiliation. 

It is no wonder that organized 
labor resents this sort of thing and 
stands ready to aid the authorities 
of the law in apprehending and pun- 
ishing those guilty of it! 

Such outlaws may be successful 
for the time being in escaping the 
hand of justice, but their day of 
reckoning with the law is inevitable.

Reports from the scene of the 
Herrin, III., massacre of non-union 
coal miners, which occurred some 
months ago, indicate that the out- 
laws of that district are beginning to 
awaken to the fact of the existence 
of a power greater than their own. 
“Ability of the state to indict and 
put in prison without bond Otis 
Clark, union miner, charged with 
the murder of C. K. McDowell, mine 
superintendent in the Herrin massa- 
cre,” says à recent press dispatch 
from Marion, III., “has made a pro- 
found impression upon those people 
of bloody Williamson' county, who 
heretofore have sneered at all laws 
but their own.“ 

„They are beginning to realize,“ 
the report continues 


“there is a power greater than 
their own, and that they are now 
dealing with something more formi- 
dable than a score of defenseless 
men. Admittedly the state has ef- 


witnesses who have feared to say a 
word are now inclined to tell what 
they know of the Herrin slaughter 
and other acts of terrorism extend- 
ing over ny years.” 


Following the wholesale butchery 
of workers filling places that had 
been vacated months passed during 
which local and state authorities 
demonstrated no inclination to bring 
those guilty of it within the range 
of the whip of justice.“ 

But suddenly and without warn- 
ing a warrant was sworn out against 
the alleged ringleader a few days 
ago, and he was put under arrest 
and clapped into jail. 

Just as the traditional worm 
seems to have turned in this in- 
stance it inevitably will turn sooner 
or latér in the fortunes of all who 
violate the principles of constitu- 
tional government and live in con- 
tempt of the courts and the institu- 
tions of the law. 

And be it said to the credit of 
conservative union labor throughout 
the country, Sit has no sympathy 
with the mob element that is thus 
injuring the cause in whose name it 
commits deeds of violence. 


JUNGLE LAW, 

A young boy, son of a prominent 
citizen of Atlanta, was set upon and 
beaten almost to the point of death 
the other day by a man 28 years of 
age, for no other reason than that 
the’ assailant took offense at an al- 
leged minor breach of the unwritten 
traffic rules, committed, he said, by 
the lad. 

The victim of the assault is in a 
hospital, suffering from a broken 
jawbone and may lose the sight of 
one eye as the result of the beating 
he received, and his assailant is in 
jail awaiting trial in the state courts 
on a charge of assault With intent 
to murder. 

In municipal court the defendant 
admitted the assault, telling the 
judge that he had followed and at- 
tacked the boy because the latter, 
who was driving an automobile, had 
“violated the ethics of the road” by 
“cutting across” in front of his car 
in a traffic jam on Peachtree street. 

It is fortunate that the alleged 
miscreant is in the hands of the law 
—thet he is where his case can be 
passed upon by a jury. 

Let us hope that this case will af- 
ford a demonstration of the fact that 
it is not safe in this community for 
any man to undertake to administer 
cave-man punishment for grievances, 
either real or imaginary. 

If the boy had violated the laws 
gdverning traffic on the streets the 
injured party had his remedy in re- 
course to the authorities of law. 

But his remedy certainly did not 
lie in brutal violence.

The Turning Point in 
The Cotton Industry | 


(From Commerce and Finance.“) 

It is seldom that the cotton market has 
presented a stronger alignment of opposing 
forces than exists at present in the form of 
factors tending temporarily to restrict de- 
mand, and those which bring into bold out- 
line the possfbility of a critical shortage 
in supply. Spinners at the momen’ appear 
to be inclined to keep out of the market, 
although current statistics indicate no abun- 
dant reserves. They are probably encour- 
aged in this policy by an indiffrent demand 


for their product and seem willing to take 


chances on the future. The claim ig gen- 
eral, and therefore probably approximately 
correct, that it is difficult to sel! goods on 
the besis of prevailing raw material quota- 
tions. Stocking up with raw materia! on the 
basis of 22 cents and above might mean tak- 
ing a loss on yarns and cloth unless buyers 
for the finished article become more active. 

This is a state of affairs that undoubt- 
edly influences the immediate market posi- 
tion. The student of the cotton situation 
and ite future possibilities will be inclined 
to look further ahead and consider the status 
of the southern grower and the return that 
ia hie portion on the same basis—22 cents. 
Let it be understood that the writer has no 
illusions concerning the immediate market 
effect of the inability of the cotton grower 
to obtain a price that will compensate him 
for his effort or give him a new dollar for 
his old dollar of investment and services 
throughout a trying crop season, 

The time is coming, however, when the 
changed conditions of cotton culture and 
thei bearing on the fortunes of the pro- 
cucer will have their repercussion in the 
supply of cotton available for the spindles 
and looms of the world. 

There is no doubt that the agricultural 
gamble was undergaken this year with a 
grim determinati to win. Weather con- 
ditions may have been unusually adverse. 
But even if they had been better it is 
doubtful if the production per gere would 
Lave been sufficient to make the enter- 
prise more than the rankest hazard with the 
elements.

Third, the development of 
sources of cotton supply in Africa, 
Mesopotamia, Brazil, Argentine and elise- 
where, a tedious process extending over a 
ger ern tion before any.-appreciable increase 
wil) be brought about. 

Tt may be a hasty assumption, but it 
does look as ff this season had marked a 
crisis in the history of cotton culture in 
the United States, and that an entirely 
changed view must be taken of the price 
situation.

Blauner 
and Orgel, child specialists connected 
with Lebanon hospital and dispen- 
sary in New York city, about a hun- 
dred children a week are sent to the 
dispensary by school nurses for re- 
moval of tonsils, children who are 
otherwise in good health and most of 
whom have never suffered an illness 
involving tonsillar and adenoid tissue. 
It seems the school nurses inform the 
mothers that the tonsils and adenoids 
must be removed or the child will be 
excluded from school, and the only 
basis for such diagnosis beiag the fact 
that the child’s tonsils ace visible to 
the doctor’s eye. Of course, the poor 
girls mean well—they are doing pre- 
cisely what their superiors teach them 
to do. But it all goes to show how 
absurd it is for the grand old public 
to cling to the illusion that medical 
service can be purchased for a chauf- 
feur’s pay. 

Something besides the age, height, 
weight standard must be employed in 
the determination of the state of nu- 
trition. We doctors have deceived 
ourselves and the public too long 
about that. In order to determine 
that an individual is well nourished 
we must consider the general balance 
and substance of the body, the status

Complication of. Diseases. 


I want a complete, effective cure for 
bedbugs. State more than one cure 
if you ean.— (E. M.) 

Answer — The best thing I can sug- 
gest is fumigation of the infested 
apartment or apartments with hydro- 
cyanic gas, which of course requires 
the services of a professional fumi- 
gator, for the gas is a deadly poison 
to human beings. If fumigation is 
impossible squirt into every crack and 
crevice where the pests may hide a 
powerful insecticide solution, such as 
equal parts of 5 per cent carbonic 
acid solution and one in five hundred 
corrosive sublimate solution. Of course 
these are poisonous too and must never 
be left or kept in the house, but afl 
used up at one time. Some house- 
holders find that by a thorough ap- 
plication of kerosene and gasoline 
(equal parts) in the cracks and 
crevices about beds walls and closets 
they can eradicate bedbugs. The pre- 
caution necessary when using kerosene 
and gasoline is to avoid flame or fire.

London, en 6.— The Lon- 
don residential sections are far more 
beautiful and home-like than those of 
New York. To me they are the most 
appealing thing about the interesting 
city.

Among the popular plentiful fish at 
this time of the year is flounder. An 
inexperienced buyer will recognize 
flounder by several distinctive charac- 
teristies—it is flat, has a thick skin, 
and is usually light on one side and 
dark on the other. In buying flounder, 
the important thing is to choose as 
thick a fish as you can possibly get, 
as there is a thin fillet of meat on 
each side of the bone. As you prob- 
ably know, the meat of flounder is ex- 
ceedingly. white and very sweet. 

Perch is plentiful at this time of 
year, too. Be sure in buying it 
that you choose only freshly caught 
fish, and that which has good, firm 
fleSh. The perch that comes from 
fresh water ie -uswiilly yellow, where- 
as that caught.in salt water is white. 
This is a delicious fish, despite its 
many fine bones, and it has exceed- 
ingly sweet meat. 

Hake, which is much like codfish, 
except that it has softer flesh, is 
available beginning this month. You 
can easily determine whether this 
fish is fresh from the water. It 
grows soft very quickly when out of 
the water for some time, so that you 
are well protected, and can always 
tell, by feeling the fish, whether it is 
fresh or not. This is not always the 
case with other kinds of fish. Hake 
spoils very quickly, however, and there 
is much waste.

(By the Associated Press.)—A_ youth 
from the south, fulfilling promises of 


golf greatness, put out a two-time 
champion from the west, a popular 
idol was toppled over on the spot 
where his pedestal was erected, a Brit 


ish lion was held at bay by a boy, and 
still another double titlist defeated— 
a one time holder of the henors. 
These were the high spots today in the 
second round of match play at 36 
holes in the national amateur 80 
championship tournament. 

The first of the starred events was 
the victory of Bobby Jones, of At- 
Janta, over Robert A. Gardner, of Chi. 
cago, twice holder of the national 
championship. Their match, all even 
after 18 holes, went to the sixteenth 
green this afternoon before Jones won. 
Consistent par golf, which has marked 
his play in every round to date, de- 
feated the brilliant but erratic game 
of Gardner. 

Francis Ouimet, winner of the na- 
tional open on these links in 1913, 
was the idol that passed out of the 
picture. Rudy Knepper, of Sioux City, 
conqueror of the British star, W. B. 
Torrance 1 defeated him three 
up, two to play. 

W. Aulbach, a young Bos- 
ton public links player, met the Brit- 
ish lion, Cyril Tolley, former cham- 
pion of Great Britain. ‘Phe lad, put- 
ting prettily, fought off Tolley’s driv- 
ing attack until he was charged with 
loss of the twenWeth-eighth hole by 
the referee’s decision that he had im- 
proved his lie by pressing down the 
grass.

There was little outside news that 
had a direct market bearing, although 
publication of an article in an organ 
of the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey indicated huge investment 
losses of American companies operat- 
ing in Mexico, caused active selling 
of Mexican Oil shares, which were 
forced down large fractions to 4 
points. 4 

As prices in the market have 
showed an increase for nine successive 
weeks, it is a sort of tradition in 
Wall street that no speculative move- 
ment can proceed far in either direc- 
tion without a temporary interruption 
and professional interests apparently 
felt that the time was ripe to call 
a halt to the upward trend. 

Mexican Petroleum closed at a net 
loss of 414, but dealings were ex- 
tensive. The shares of the parent 
Pan-American company were forced 
down 1 to 2 points, while most of the 
domestic issues showed similar losses. 

Weakness of shipping shares proba- 
bly was accentuated by the recent cut 


in passenger rates, Marine preferred 
dropping 15-8, American Internation- 
al 11-8 and Atlantic Gulf 11-2; 
Equipment shares slumped after an 
early display of strength. 


Railroad shares failed to respond 
to the more favorable overnight news, 
showing increased car loading and a 
steady increase in the number of new 
shop workers engaged to replace strik- 
ers.
